Some ftfty Bopublioana of. the Legisla- 
ture to-d»y signed a paper pledging 
themselves not to go into caucus, bnt 
to vote their individual preferences. 
The caucus met, however, and placed 
the following candidates in nomination 
and balloted for ;them, the undented- 
ing.being that the candidate should 
have a majority vote of all Republi- 
cans of both houses : The first ballot 
resulted—H. W. Oliver, Jr., 51; A. 
London Snowden, 12 ; G. A. Growv 10|; 
C. W. Stone, 2; C. W. Gilfillan, 5 ; 
Harry White, 2; Wm. Ward, 4.; H. 
H. Bingham, 5 ; W. H. Kooatz, 2. It 
requiring 77 votes for a majority, a 
second ballot was bad and Oliver re 
ceived 63 votes. On the third ballot, 
the Snowden men voted for Oliver, and 
he was nominated, receiving 79 votes. 
The choice of the caucus was then made 
unanimous. Mr. Kneasn made an ef- 
fort to bind tho members in writing to 
stick b; the nominee, but it was resent- 
ed as an insult to their honor and wia 
withdrawn. 
Grow states to-night that 


the signing of a paper to stay out of 
caucus does not compel the men to vote 
for him but be thinks they will do so. 
Tn the present condition ol things It is 
hard to tell who will be the choice of 
the Legislature.

Some interesting statistics have been 


compiled at New York is to tlie expor- 
tation or grain from that port, and the 
classes of vc^sela engaged in transpnrt- 
icg it across tbe ocean latt year. The 
statistics show that steam is rapidly 
gaining on sail in this business. Of the 
total shipments in 1880, 49,366,579 
bushels were carried by steamers and 
63,375,554 by sailers, while in 1879, 
40,500,058 .were carried by steamers 
and 58,910,023 by sailers, an increase 
over 1879 of 9,466,521 bushels by sail. 
There were 6,789 sailing vessels carry- 
in'; grain in 1880 and 1,292 steamers, 
a total ot 3,081, while in 1879 there 
were 1,798 sailers and 1,056 steamers, 
a decrease, in 1880, of 7 sailers.

this rate, it is evident it will not be 
long before the steam-shipments will 
exceed the sail.
